"I had been debating about killing 


one of the caribou, but the debate 
ended when the propeller broke, so I 
killed one with my 32 pistol 
and 


bulchered him with a pocket knife.

by turning the ship over on her hack 
and broke the radiator, so I deserted 
the ship, stripped off the instruments 
and started to pack down to

Such a measure is undemocratic and 
un-Americnn. It would fit well in 
a despotic scheme of government 
such us the late Czar of Russia 
maintained, but it 1ms no place in 
the scheme of government based up- 
on law mid the rule of the people. I 
don't believe that the people of Ohio 
are yet willing to set aside .govern- 
ment by law for government "at the 
pleasure of the Governor." 


Some people seem to luive the Im- 


pression that the governor is per- 
sonally responsible for the transac- 
tion of all the state's business.

we stop to consider how inuch the 
telephone, street cars, natural and 
artificial gas. etc., effect the daily 
lives and comfort of the people, we 
can appreciate how much there is 
involved In the authority exercised 
by the Public Utilities Commission. 
Some recent happenings are making 
the people wonder whether or uot 
the Public Utilities Commission is 
a body created to protect the peo- 
ple or whether it is a medium pro- 
vided for public service corporations 
to assist them in taking unfair ad- 


or. an agricultural 
business exist? 


What bring* it into existence? In it 
not because the natural needs of man- 
kind demand these agricultural and 
manufacturing products? If there 
never had been any legislation on 
these subjects we would still have 
need for these products.. The same 
may be said of fire insurance, life 
insurance and general accident insur- 
ance, but wherever Workmen's Com-

Insurance 
exists what 


brings it into existence? It it brought 
into existence by the proper legisla- 
tive, tribunal passing a law which im- 
poses a new legal obligation upon 
employers or confers n new legal right 
upon the victims of industrial acci- 
dents. When the state passes such 
a law it does it as a matter of public 
policy to meet a social or public need. 
If then the state as a matter of pub- 
lic policy brings into existence a bus- 
inehs for the purpose of meeting a 
public, need, bow can it be said log- 
ically and consistently that such a 
business should be left-to private en- 
terprise rather than to public control?

panies how much they hud paid In 
settlements and as H rscult of this 
investigation they reported that 80 
per cent of those injured or the de- 
pendents of those killed iu the course 
of employment were paid no compen- 
sation or damages whatever. Among 
the ^0 per cent that did recover dam- 
ages $832.00 was the average amount 
recovered In death cases. Out of this 
they had to pay from, ?25.00 to $50.00 
in lawyer fee.-, besides going through 
a period of litigation 
months and in many 


tlcians who promise them bread but 
give them wind. 


In the Jiiys of mir revolutionary

There was one famous case in our 
state that it took twenty one years 
to go through the courts. 


This illustrates the injustice that 


obtained under the old system and 
you can fully appreciate the import- 
ance of this subject when I tell you 
that last year the amount of wnrds 
of compensation rnnde. under the Ohio 
Workmen's Compeniation law, when 
fully paid out. will amount to $18,- 
000,000.00. 
Since wo first started we 


have collected In premium from the 
employers of Ohio about .$77,000,000. 
We have in the State Insurance Fund 
at present time about $40:000,000. The 
obligations standing against the Fund 
for compensation due in cases already 
decided but not paid out will amount 
to about $30,000,1X10.00. This leaves 
us a net surplus of about $4.000.000.00 
iu the Fund.' The cost of administra- 
tion which is paid out of the general 
tax fund of the state has been equiva- 
lent to 3 per cent of the premium col- 
lected. I mention this fora compari- 
son with the 
insurance companies, 


whose cost of administration is 87 ^i 
per cent in the states where they ad- 
minister such funds. 
The interest 


earned by the Fund, through the in- 
vestment of the surplus in municipal 
bonds will amount to about .«2iOOO,- 
000.00, during the present year. 


While it is not an essential feature 


of state insurance plan there is one 
sideline I want to explain to you 
today, because 1 believe it will inter 
est you. As you well know during the 
past two or three years there was 
great difficulty in getting money to 
finance public Improvements. It so 
happened that this occurred during 
the time when many of our people 
were out of 
employment. 
During 


such period when investing the sur- 
plus of the State Insurance Fund we 
gave preference to the purchase of 
road bonds. The money was used to 
huild roads aud school bourses nnd ill 
that way we helped to provide em- 
ployment for many of our unem- 
ployed workers. 
If we had not had 


this state Insurance fund this money

Carl Hookstadt of Washington, D. C.

and made a report about a year ago 
in which ho said that if other states 
had had monopolistic state insurance 
feature such us Ohio has it would 
mean a saving of $30,000,000,000 an- 
nually to the industries of the United 
States. 


No doubt some of you hnve read 


the report of that committee appoint 
ed by Herbert Hoover to study the 
subject of industrial waste. In its 
report this committee points out thnt 
the waste In Industry in this nation 
runs Into billions of dollars a year. 
They furthermore say that if 
this 


waste could be eliminated it would 
permit employers to pay higher wages 
to labor and at the same time sell 
their products cheaper to consumers. 
Much' of the waste referred to Is the 
cost of unnecessary overhead expense. 


Now you can sec that through this 


state Insurance feature of the Ohio 
Workmen's Compensation 
Inw. we 


have given a practical demonstration 
of the elimination of waste and I 
think you will agree with me that 
if we have $7.000,000.00 that we 
don't need in Ohio or $30,000.000.00 
that we <Jon't need In the nation, it 
will do us far more good to let that 
stay in the pockets of the consumers 
of products or put it in the pay en- 
velopes of employes, rather than put 
it into the coffers of insurance com- 
panies for ail -unnecessary overhead 
expense.

And if so, how is 
that empty egg basket going to be 
filled in the meantime? 


Tlie pullets will not mature until 


October or later, and so there are no 
fresh eggs for the family table or for 
customers for many weeks. 
AVhat 


then? 


We ponltrymeu understand thut in 


order to have a goodly yield of eggs 
nil the year round, we must have 
good "hreed-to-lay" stock. 
The pul- 


lets must be carefully selected and 
none but vigorous birds with full lay- 
ing capacity shall he kept—So far, so 
good; And then this flock of pullets 
must be properly fed a ''good laying 
ration." Aye, there's the rub! How 
many flocks are really fed a good 
laying ration? 
To return lo our subject—Why does 
the average farm flock molt in .Inly? 
Simply because 
tlie 
average farm 


flock, if fetl at all is fed too much 
corn in the hot weather. Better for 
them if they were not fed any corn 
in ,luly and August. 
Corn induces 


the molt. In the case of the heavy 
breeds which predominates in most 
farm flocks, the corn causes the hena 
to put on fut and they soon are out 
of laying condition. It these flocks 
were put on a. grain ration of wheat 
and outs, with a good dry mash, an;I 
this feed varied occasionally, some 
of the birds would come back 
into 


laying condition, urovided the molt 
had not proceeded too far, and 
the 


biddies would shell out the eggs and 
pay their way. 


Of course there is likely lo be some 


rigidly cull- 
need of an 


empty egg basket. In the average farm 
home, in July and August, if proper 
attention is given to tlie feeding of 
the flock. 


Tlie day lias gone by when a hand- 


ful of com thrown occasionally to a 
flock of miscellaneous hens constitu- 
tes "feeding poultry." 


It is not enough to "cull the slack- 


er hen" or the early nioltcr. Let us 
intelligently feed the layer so that 
she may not bc forced into au early 
molt that, would wrongfully class her 
as a slacker.
